Washington. — President Wilson 


has called a meeting of his cabinet 
for 10 o'clock 
tomorrow 
morning 


it was announced today at the White 
House. 


This will be the first 
time the 


president has sat with the 
depart- 


mental secretaries since he left for 
his western trip last August. 


The fifteen men namod above were 


elected directors of Applcton Cham- 
ber of Commerce at the first meeting 
of the new association in the -circuit 
courtroom of the courthouse last eve- 
ning. 
The 15 were selected from a 


list of ,'!0 names submitted by a nom- 
ination committee appointed by \V. C. 
Wing, chairman of the membership 
committee. 


The meeting was attended by more 


than 200 persons, representing in ex- 
ccss of COO memberships. 
It was one 


of the largest meetings of representa- 
tives Appleton men held in a long 
time. 


The 
constitution 
and by-laws, 


adopted last evening, provided that 
directors should be elected for one. 
two and throe, years terms and that 
at the next annual meeting all elec- 
tion's will be, for three years. It was 
decided that the candidates receiving 
the largest number of votes should 
serve for throe years; those receiving 
the second largest number for two 
years, and those standing third in the 
list to serve for the shortest term. 


A meeting of the directors will be, 


••ailed within three days to elect of- 
ficers and to make other arrange- 
ments for carrying on the business of 
the association. Officers are to be a 
president, two vice presidents, a sec- 
retary and treasurer. All the officers 
with the exception of secretary will be 
elected from the membership of the 
board. The secretary is'to he a man 
familiar with commercial organiza- 
tion work. No steps have been taken 
thus far to secure a man capable of 
taking care of the work here. 


The nominating 
committee pro- 


posed that directors be elected accord- 
ing to a group system which would 
give the various activities here rep- 
resentation on the hoard. It was sug- 
gested that two men be elected from 
a group of representative 
pulp and 


paper manufacturers; two to repre- 
sent general manufacturers; one pro- 
fessional man; one 
banker; three 


merchants; one real estate and in- 
surance man; one representative of 
public utilities and four representa- 
tives of the general public.

however, it was found that the group

is rapidly thinning the ranks of the 
beggar profession 
and 
turning the 


mendicants Into industrious American 
citizens, according to observers here. 


"Weary Willies" have also become 


innocculated with the work germ and 
their appearance at the back door to 
"panhandle a hand out" is now rare. 


A survey of leading cities in the 


middle west and on the Pacific coast 
today showed that beggars, hoboes 
and tramps are quitting their profes- 
sions to join in high salaried prosper- 
ity. 


Two years ago Chicago had at least 


2,0(10 beggars, according to Chief of 
Detectives Moonoy hero. 


"Now I doubt if we have a hun- 


dred." he said. "They're going to 
work. There are still a few here but 
;i sight of one is a rare event." 


Earnings of beggars are twice what 


they were a few years ago. according 
to a blind mendicant on State street. 


"People are making good money 


now and they give liberally." he said". 
"Of course it costs me twice as much 
to live." 


This beggar said his earnings run 


between six and ten dollars a day. 


There are no idlers in the I. W. 


W." said Hill Haywood. head of the 
Industrial Workers of the World. "If 
there's any hoboes left it's because 
they prefer idleness." 


"Heating" the railroads is also de- 


creasing. according to railroad detec- 
tives. Hoboes, they said, are staying 
in the big cities because they can get 
jobs whenever they want them.

iiol possibly sui-ceed. Three forces are 
arrayed ai-ainsl it. any one of which 
\\ould he a serious obstacle, and all of 
which combieml an- irresislable. The 
first is orgiini/cd labor itself, which has 
condemned the strike as illegal and 
which is exercising its authority and in- 
fluence to frustrate the purposes of ir- 
responsible leaders to spread the strike 
over a large territory and posisbly in- 
v< he the country in a grave industrial 
war. The second is public opinion, which 
is unanimously against the strike and 
everything it stands for. The third is 
the government which is adopting meas- 
ures to prevent interference with the 
transportation of United Slates mails and 
to promptly punish violations of law. 
Government intervention in this instance 
would be entirely hostile to the strikers. 


The men who are forcing this outbreak 


against responsible unionism, not only in 
Chicago but in many other cities, are 
guilty of a serious offense. Their acts 
are a blow directed at organized labor 
everywhere. They have placed them- 
selves beyond the tolerance of the gov- 
ernment. th public and union labor. It 
is an unfortunate fact that a great many 
switchmen and other railroad employes 
arc being led into sympathetic strikes 
without understanding the real issues at 
stake or the unenviable position they are 
placed in and required to defend. It is 
only a question of lime, and probably in 
a very short .time at that, when this up- 
rising against law and order and con- 
tract obligation will be put down. No 
such strike as that can ever succeed in 
the United Stales. There are already 
signs of ils collapse and it is not unlikely 
that within the next few days it will go 
to pieces. 


SMALL XATIOXS AM) THE LEAdl'E 


All the Latin-American republics and 


nil national divisions of the western 
hemisphere have now joined the league 
of nations, except the United Stales and 
Mexico, and probably the last named 
stands aloof only because of its violent 
internal dissensions. 
This is a remark- 


able fycl. commanding attention. 
The 


eagerness of practically the whole New 
World -except the United Stales—to en- 
ter the league must be due to something 
more than the perceptible Latin-Ameri- 
can distrust of this nation as the costo- 
dian and executor of the Monroe doc- 
trine, doubt and distrust that have grown 
since the Panama incident. Apparently 
this eagerness is <iuo primarily to the 
same motives actuating the small Eur- 
opean nations thai have joined a league 
designed to prevent or check desolating 
wars. The king of Norway voiced the 
attitude of the weaker nations in all 
parts of the world when, in announcing 
his country's entrance into the league the 
other day. he said: "The league of na- 
tions represents the most considerable 
tiVort made up to the present to de\elo|. 
the rule of justice among nations, and 
the future of the league depends upon a 
development based on the accession of 
all civilized nations, a general limitation 
of armaments and the obligation to set- 
"tle peaceably all international disputes 
in order to avoid \\ar." 


This desire of the smaller nations to 


put themselves under the wing of the 
league is significant of their individtril 
helplessness as well as of the need of 
such a combination of nations as a force 
for international righlcouscnss. 
This 


hope of protection on the part of the 
weaker peoples ought to put the stronger 
nations on their honor to realize it if pos- 
sible. Meanwhile, it is interesting to ob- 
serve that, in spite of the assumption in 
this country that with the United States 
holding aloof the league of nations is and 
must he a complete failure, the peoples 


of the old world and ol' our own licmi- 
sphetc aiv rapidly joining this combin- 
ation that proposes to prevent or chock 
war.

DISPOSED Ol- 


In some respects tho question at issue 


between France and (IronI Britain in the 
la tier's occupation ol' Frankfort ami oth- 
er (ierman cities is more serious than 
that between (iermany and France. The 
British position, as defined by Lloyd 
(icorgc. seems to be that treaty enforce- 
ment shall be done by the allies only in 
concord. It has been intimated that F.ng- 
land \vas irrevocably committed to this 
policy, and that under any oilier she 
would withdraw from participation in 
the allied machinery for enforcing the 
terms of peace. England is said to have 
gone so far as to make a formal diplo- 
matic demand upon France for joint ac- 
tion and no other in (iermany. The al- 
titude of Fiance is that while she wishes 
and will always seek the .support of her 
allies in any step for treaty enforcement. 
she reserves the right to act alone in 
protection of what she regards as her 
particular and vital interests in any case 
where the allies do not give their assist- 
ance. 


Hack of these opposing positions lie 


di\ergent views touching the allied poli- 
cy in dealing with (iermany. 
Kngland 


believes the best policy is to aid (iertnuny 
to gel on her feet again even at the 
expense of modifying the treaty. England 
appears to believe in taking the (ierman 
government at its word, and 
reposing 


faith in the execution of its promises. 
France refuses to credit (iermany with 
having 
undergone 
any 
funda menial 


change of heart and sees in Germany's 
regeneration a revival of her hereditary 
enemy, bent upon avenging her defeat 
and losses in the world war. The British 
are willing to trust (iermany. while 
France insists on keeping (iermany 
strictly in hand until shown that her se- 
curity is established. 


These differences are easily explained, 


and are in point of fact quite natural. 
With the German navy wiped out and 
German sea power destroyed. England is 
quite safe. It has nothing to fear on that 
quarter for many years to come, if ever. 
It is secure against (ierman 
attack. 


France, on the other hand, is exposed to 
the same perils that she lived under the 
shadow of for nearly half a century, pro- 
\idcd Germany succeeds in evading her 
promises to disarm and militarism gains 
ascendency with the recuperation of her 
strength and resources. Belgium shares 
the same danger and consequently is 
with France in the present dispute. 


France now offers to withdraw her 


troops provided the German forces are 
taken from the Huhr basin, and in all 
probability this will be the solution of 
the controversy with Germany. While il 
is stated that no further independent ac- 
tion will be taken by France, the fact 
remains that France has set up the prin- 
ciple of individual action in enforcing 
the treaty terms whenever joint action 
cannot be agreed upon. England has Ihe 
most persuasive economic reasons for 
desiring the earliest possible restoration 
of Germany to solvency. These consider- 
ations do not find Ihe same standing in 
France, which is concerned primarily 
with national security rather than with 
economic gain. 
Il will take Germany 


many years to discharge her obligations 
under the tnaly. and the question of en- 
forcement is therefore a vital one to the 
allies. So far as the present incident is 
concerned, the issue is not settled, but in 
all probability il will be- thrashed out 
before the case is entirely closed. II 
would be well for all nations concerned 
if il were disposed of<now.

treble compensation 
clause of the 


compensation law. The amendment 
sought is to the effect that increased 
compensation shall 
not be paid to 


miners who are 
injured while em- 


ployed in violation of the la\\. !f the 
employer was misled by representa- 
tions of the child or his parents. 


An amendment of this kind would 


completely undermine the adminis- 
tration of the child labor law. In ev- 
ery state where employers have been 
relieved from responsibility for viola- 
tion of the law when the child mis- 
represents his age. the scheme has 
ht-en adopted of having all children 
who apply for employment sign a 
iitutement that they are over permit 
age. "Child! en. of course, \\ill claim 
to be as old as they have to he to gci 
employment." said Mr. Hambiccht 
"This amendment would HOI onix pro- 
mote wholesale lying by childie'n un- 
der 17 who must work, but would de- 
prive them of all protection against 
employment at dangerous machine-, 
iiiul in hazardous occupations, it is
